We 
also  sometimes  have  to  spray  with  Nicofume 
Liquid  and  sometimes  we  use  Cyanogas,  both 
of  which  are  good  but  not  so  pleasant  to  handle 
as  the  Fume  Tobac. 

You  need  not  fear  Midge  if  you  use  preventa- 
tives.  Our  stock  is  clean  and  w’e  keep  it  clean.
